
Montgomery County Department of 
Transportation (MCDOT) has initiated final 
design of a 7.6-mile Bus Rapid Transit (BRT) 
line along Veirs Mill Road (MD 586) from 
the Wheaton Metrorail Station northwest to 
Montgomery College.

The project will transform mobility options by 
connecting riders to activity and employment 
centers. Where possible, the Veirs Mill Road 
BRT (VMR Flash) will run in its own lanes to 
bypass the existing traffic congestion. VMR 
Flash will use queue jumps and transit signal 
priority to avoid traffic at select intersections 
to provide faster and more reliable service. The 
12 BRT stations are designed to make boarding 
buses easier, improve travel time and increase 
transit equity.
